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. BARKER, OF CARDSTON. 


The occasion for the imroduction of Mr. Barker to the readers of the Saturday 
News is his recent election as a direetor of the Alberta Farmers’ Association + but 
there are other reasons why they should be acquainted with his personality. — It 
should be no small matter of pride that Alberta has been able to attract such a man 
to its citizenship, Mr. Barker was born at Spelsbury, Oxon, England, August 25, 
1850, and is the youngest son of the Rev. T. C. Barker for many years vicar of 
Spelsbury, Oxon and later of Carleton in Craven, Yorkshire, THe spent some time 
in his early years in France and Italy but later went to school in’ England, but, 
having always a predilection for outdoor life and particularly farming, he became 
a pupil to the Agent of Lord Cheshamin Buckinghamshire and spent some time on 
the home farm which was then celebrated for Shorthorns, Jersey cattle, Shropshire 
sheep, Berkshire pigs, ete., ete., Lord Chesham being the president of the Royal 
Agricultural Society at the time, | Atter spending some time in) North Wales Mr, 
Barker came to America landing at the iMnglish Colony in lowa situated at Sioux 
City and Le Mars, ‘This was in 1882.) A year Jater he left Sioux City alone and 
journeyed up to Billings, Mont., for the Northern Pacifiedid not run much further, 
and obtained work on a cow ranch on the Musselshell River. In the spring of 
1881, the following year, he again took to the road and with three others started 
for Alberta averinnel aie arrived at the Coal Banks on the Belly River (which is 
Lethbridge now) in May, 1884. 0 That summer was spent putting up hay for the 
Cochrane Ranch and the winter at the Muirhead Ranch two miles below the Coch- 
rane, In the spring of 188) the rebellion broke out and Mr. Barker joined the 
Rocky Mountain Rangers at Macleod and spent the summer at Medicine Hat and 
on the top of the Cypress Hills. In the fall of 1885, after the rebellion was over, 
having quite a few horses, he took up a ranch on Lee's Creek and built a eabin, 
the first house built where Cardston stands now and there were only two other 
ranches on the St, Mary's River in this whole Southern country, The next year 
he was joined by Mr. H. A. Donovan and in 1887 they drove in some sheep from 
Montana, the year the first Mormon settlers arrived, and continued raising sheep 
and horses for some time. As settlement increased it became necessary to dissolve 
the sheep ranch and Mr. Barker who had been married in 1889 left for the State of 
Georgia where he remained two years on a plantation, but, on account of the 
climate not agreeing: with him, reluctantly left for the North and settled up the 
Hudson River above New York, In 1900) he took to! the newspaper business 
in Albany, New York and after a year spent there went to New York City and re- 
mained tl the spring of 1905. 0 Having: occasion to go to Victoria, B.C., on busi- 
ness he came round by Cardston to look at his old) place on his way back to New 
York but decided to remain and help push Alberta, When the Alberta Farmers’ 
Association started, he became secretary of the Cardston Branch and is also 
a direetor of the Ayricultural Fair Association, Secretary of the Board of ‘Trade, a 
member of the Town Council, and in January 1907 became a director in the Alberta 
Farmers’ Association. «Always a farmer in spirit and devoted to outdoor life he 
hopes to be always identified with farming interests and the progress of Agriculture, 


He has always been ananimaland bird crank and started showing chickens when 
1D years old.” He has bred and shown lots of winners in dogs, cats, guinea pips, 
poultry, and pigeons, Has judged in Mugland and Aimerica, in London, Mayland, 
at New York, Philadelphia, Chicago, Toronto Industrial, Detroit, New York State 
Fair, Syracuse, N.Y., Rochester, N.Y., Cleveland, Winnipeg, Victoria, B.C., and 
numerous other places, and at some of these several tines. — He has owned and 
bred Jersey cattle, horses, Berkshire and Poland China pigs and sheep. Any thing 
alive comes natural to him. Te used to write on these topies and illustrate them 
with his own camera. Mrs. Barker was known as the pioneer breeder of high class 
Persian eats in America and treated them homoeopathically and was so successful 
her writing was put in book form. — Her husbane wrote the American part to the 
Book of the Cat (Cassell), and the chapter on Cats in the last edition of the Kn- 
eyclopedia Americana, which has found its way into many Albertan homes in 
the Jast few months. 


As a worker and as a man of rare intelligence and tact, Mr. Barker has been able 
to accomplish a very great deal for the Cardston district, On all topics affecting 
the interests of the province, he has a wide fund of information, and it is to be 
hoped that the people of Alberta generally will be able henceforth to enlist his 


services in a variety of ways.

triumph. It will have a majority 
of- from six to ten over both Liberals 
atid Socialists. Mr. McBride was 
dependent on the latter for his 
majority in the last Legislature, and 
doubtless feels very much relieved 
dn being freed from the necessity of 
an alliance, which at times proved 
very embarrassing. livery effort 
was imade by the Liberals, sup- 
ported strongly from Ottawa, to 
defeat the Government. Mr. 
McInnes resigned his highly lucra- 
tive position as governor of the 
Yukon to act as lieutenant to the 
opposition leader, Mr. Macdonald. 
He ran in Victoria and went down 
to defeat. Will he now be reap- 
pointed to the governorship? 
Public offices have been vacated and 
refilled in this way before in order 
to allow a man to run for parlia- 
ment but the principle is a bad one, 
Mr. McBride has given stability 
to the affairs of the province, after 
practical anarchy had brought Brit- 
ish Columbia almost to a point of 
ruin, and his success is doubtless 
due for the most part to anxiety on 
the part of the people lest the 
former condition of things should 
return, ‘The Liberals raised a sean- 
dal issue, particularly in connection 
with the deal for the transfer of 
Kaien Island to the Grand Trunk 
Pacific, but the charges that were 
made were evidently not credited. 
If they could be proven, some of 
the leaders of the Conservative 
party should be in penitentiary not 
in Charge of the treasury, 

Two events of importance marked 
the present week's proceedings at 
the Legislature. ‘The attorney- 
general introduced and explained 
the provisions of his bill creating a 
high court of justice and district 
courts for the province, while the 
minister of public works moved his 
resolution calling for a commission 
to enquire into the relations of 
capitaland labor.

The Weather. 

Talk about the weather is a pro- 
verbial sign of weakness. His 
friends sinile when the young man, 
who has been invited out to spend 
the evening, moves uneasily about 
in his seat and introduces the per- 
ennial topic. The old inhabitant 
who compares this year’s heat or 
cold with that of forty years ago 
is known to be approaching his 
dotage. ‘he person who spends 
his time considering this and that 
sign of a meteorological disturb- 
ance is the worst of bores. It is 
accordingly with a certain amount 
of trepidation that the Saturday 
News ventures to devote an article 
to the subject. 

‘‘Let us forget it—or do what 
we can to forget it,’’ says one read- 
er. What’s the use of making 
things worse by discussing it in 
your newspaper ? 

‘‘Here, I haven't said a word 
about the cold in my letters east,’’ 
exclaims a fair subscriber ‘‘for fear 
of discouraging immigration, and 
why should I be loyal, if you, who 
can do so much more harm, are 
not ??’ 

Nevertheless we feel called upon 
to say something. What prompts 
us to do so is an article in an east- 
ern paper. It is headed ‘‘Canadi- 
an Pluck’’ and appeared recently 
in the London Advertiser. It can- 
not be given too wide circulation 
and here it is in full: 

“Commend us to the Canadian western 
settler for courage and optimism. He 
has been passing through the severest 
winter in a quarter of a century, but he 
refuses to share the depression of the 
thermometer. In the almost daily snow- 
fall he finds the blissful assurance of a 
good crop. 

“Never has there been a hard winter, 
with plenty of snow, it is pointed out, 
that has not been followed by a bumper 
harvest. 

“Here's to the hardy scttler of the 
West, and inay his highest hopes be 
realized in the autumn of 1907! He de- 
serves it all." 

The truth of what the Advertiser 
says no one can deny and after all 
the depreciating references to this 
part of the Dominion which have 
been made of late by eastern journ- 
als, the article is particularly re- 
freshing. We have had a_ tremen- 
dously cold winter and there is no 
use denying it. But this isnot what 
we have to expect from year to 
year and the stffering that has 
been experienced has been due for 
the most part to the labor disturb- 
ances which cut down the available 
supply of coal and the failure of 
capital to develop our mineral re- 
sources ata rate in keeping with 
the growth of population. The 
conditions are qtite transitory and 
it is safe to say that no matter 
when we have a repetition of stich 
a severe winter as the present, sim- 
ilar hardships will never again be 
felt. 

But, granting these unfortunate 
circumstances, how many people 
do you hear complaining ? 

Has anyone noticed any general 
desire on the part of those who 
have been citizens of the prairie 
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provinces this winter to return to 
their former homes? It would 
take more than the weather through 
Which they have passed to cool 
their enthusiasm for the new land 
and the new life to which they have 
come. 

Granted that ten below zero is 
preferable to 40 below, who would 
not have the latter and a clear, 
crisp, health-giving atmosphere 
rather than the dampness and the 
slush that area characteristic of the 
Winter in other parts of the con- 
tinent? Or to compare the West 
with countries where severe cold is 
unknown, who would not sooner 
stand a chance with forty below 
than with vellow fever or earth- 
quakes or tropical pests? The 
truth is that we have no place in 


this part of the world for those | 


Who cannot put up with what we 
have been passing through. It is 
our pride that our men are mostly 
men. We have no use for weak- 


lings and we cannot let the fact be | 


too widely known. 


To come down from generalities, 


itis worth while pointing out in | 


this connection that the prospects 
for the coming season, with wea- 
ther conditions as at present, are 
excellent. Richard Waugh writes 
as follows in the Winnipeg Free 
Press : 

The snowfall of the present winter has 
been early and abundant, and in nearly 
every district of the Canadian west, and 
like most things in human experience, 
has brought both good and evil—in gen- 
eral much more good than evil. 

Last fall, in Manitoba more particular- 
ly, was exceptionally dry, so dry in fact 
that stiff clay lands were not fit for plow- 
ing, and had to be left untouched. The 
harvest on all lands decently farmed had 
been fairly abundant, and the weather 
specially favorable for harvesting work, 
but the land has seldom been so dry at 
the windup of the season as it was in No- 
vember last. Frost had only got a slight 
hold when we hada heavy fall of wet 
snow, that lay where it fell, and will stay 
there till it melts in the spring, thus en- 
suring the necessary amount of soil mois- 
ture to produce free and general germin- 
ation of all seed sown, In this respect 
our spring outlook is exceptionally favor- 
able. 

Enough snow has fallen since to go 
far in filling our sloughs, and the same 
wet snow that enriched our arable land 
has also provided moisture enough to en- 
sure early and abundant pasture anda 
good start for a hay crop. 

Taken altogether the spring of 1907 is 
bound to see our crops, both of grain and 
yrass make a very favorable start. It is 
to be hoped that there will not be between 
now and April a premature spell of spring 
weather, for itis always most profitable 
to have our winters all of one piece, and 
not coming to a close in dragging detach- 
ments.

The storage charges in the ‘Terminal 
Klevators are 3% cents. per bushel for the 
first fifteen days and 34 cents. for every 
additional thirty days or fraction ilereot:

UNDER WHICH BANNER? 

A great deal has been said and 
written about the controversy be- 
tween the two farmers’ associations 
in Alberta, involving a division of 
activity which should not, and 
which the Saturday News firmly 
believes will not, exist for long. 
From the day of its inception, this 
paper has given close attention tothe 
matters in dispute, believing that 
their proper settlement was of very 
great consequence to the agricul- 
turists of Alberta and to the prov- 
ince generally, It had absolutely 
no prejudices in favor of either 
society. It had as inuch to gain 
from the friendship and support of 
the members of one as of the other. 
But it soon came to the concltsion 
that it was the duty of the farmers 
of the province to rally to the sup- 
port of the Alberta Farmers’ Asso- 
ciation and it urged them to do so. 
At its recent convention in Calgary 


the association decided to appoint: 


an official organ, through which its 
members could keep in touch with 
one another, and it did the Satur- 
day News the honor of selecting it 
for the discharge of that duty. 
While the association's action has 
inno way affected the independence 
of this newspaper and itis still ina 
position to do and say exactly what 
it pleases, there are doubtless those 
who think that in what it says re- 
yarding the relations of the two 
organizations it is merely stating 
one side of the case. But there are 
other journals, which have no 
oMicial connection with the A. F. 
A. whatever, and whicl: have taken 
and are still taking qttite as decided 
astand in respect to the controversy 
‘as the Saturday News. A few weeks 
ayo, a lengthy quotation from an 
article in the Farmer's Advocate 
was quoted in this department in 
which the stattd of the A. F. A. 
was thoroughly upheld, while in its 
last week’s isstic, the Nor’ West 
Farmet, coines out quite as strongly. 


society of Equity, Mr. Boerma, of 
North Battleford, the Nor’ West 
Iarmer says: 

“These two farmers organizations are 
now working in Alberta, not in the spirit 
of co-operation, but rather of competition, 
or, we might almost say, hostility; and 
as was pointed out in our report of the 
Lacombe convention, that appeared in 
our issue of Noy. 5th, there seems to be 
little likelihood of their striking common 
ground, For many reasons this is reyret- 
table, for we believe as strongly as docs 
our correspondent that Cin union there is 
strength'';. butas wedo not have union 
in this case, it is well that everyone should 
have a clear understanding of the points 
of difference between the two organiza- 
tions, so that they can judge intelligently 
which is the most worthy of their support. 

“Our correspondent congratulates the 
Canadian Society of Equity upon its firm 
stand against the proposal to make the 
amalgamated organization an exclusively 
Alberta Association, and bases his argy- 
ments against the Alberta Farmers’ Asso- 
ciation on the assumption that its mem- 
hers, led by President Warner, are pro- 
vincial and narrow in their views and see 
no advantage in co-operation or inter- 
course with outside organizations. This 
assumption is entirely unsubstantiated by 
the facts, and it is here that the ease made 
out against the Alberta Farmers’ Associ- 
ation by our correspondent breaks down. 
If he had beenat the Lacombe convention 
and listened to the discussion of this ques- 
tion by members of the A. I. A., he 
wou'd have had this erroncous idea im- 
mediately dispelled, At that time Mr. 
Warner and other members of the Asso- 
ciation without exception expressed not 
only their willingness but their desire to 
co-operate with outside organizations in 
any way possible to further the farmers’ 
interests, and it was even suggested that 
a Dominion Association be formed with 
the provincial societies assub-associations. 
This surely docs not look like provincial- 
ism.” 

The Nor’ West Farmer, then goes 
to discuss at length the differences 
in regard to marketing principles 
of the two organizations. ‘I‘he con- 
cluding paragraph of its correspon- 
dent’s letter states the positions 
well: the A. F. A. propose ‘‘to 
secure every cent for their grain 
that market conditions warrant,’ 
while the C.S. of Ii. say, ‘‘our first 
and foremost object must be to alter 
market conditions.’’ 

This policy of. the Society of 
Hquity the Nor’ West Farmer care- 
fully considers. 

“The idea “it says" is to estimate the 
output of farm produce the world over by 
accurate crop reports, and calculate what 
any particular article is worth ata given 
point, and then demand that price and 
accept nothing less. In other words, the 
farmers, rather than the dealers, are to 
estimate the value of their produce and 
fix the price. The scheme also involves 
regulating the world's output of farm 
produce so that the supply will not be too 
great and force the market down. 

‘The magnitude of such an undertak- 
ing is apparent to anyone, and so far as 
we are aware the resulls as yet have not 
been particularly reassuring, | Wheat 
crops are being harvested in different 
parts of the world at almost every season 
of the year, and nobody can tell ee 
ly until the harvest is over what the yield 
will be. So it is in other lines, No far- 
mer can tell until after harvest what his 
crop will yield, much less can he gauge 
ail control the output of various foreign 
nations; the world's yield, from year to 
year, is largely in the hands of nature, 
and over her laws we have but limited 
control. Of course, the placing of a 
reduced acreaye into any crop would 
afford a reasonable assurance that the 
yield would decrease; but as Canadian 
fariners are, in their export trade, largely 
in competition with foreign cotmtries, the 
scheme of ‘controlled marketing,’ in 
order to be really effective in a large way, 
would need to be world wide. As to the 
feasibility of enlisting the fartners of the 
world in such a movement, we leave our 
readers to decide. 

“In the tneantine we tnay assume that 
aside from local monopolies and restric- 
tions in commerce, the law of supply and 


‘demand will continue to be the control- 


ling factor in the world's market ab 
Nowever, there is much to be done in 
helping the farmer secure for his produce 
all that market conditions really do 
warrant, and it is for fartners to decide if 
active, united effort alony this line would 
not probably result in greater good than 
an attempt to aiter market conditions b 
revulating the supply of the world’s tood- 
stuffs.’’

The department of agriculture at 
Ottawa are establishing a scientific 
laboratory in Calgary for the pur- 
pose of enabling the farmer to have 
his seeds accurately analyzed as to 
quality and _ vitality. Quarters 
have been obtained in the Hull 
block and H. H. Millar, who has 
been connected with the work in 
Ottawa, has been placed in charge. 
The laboratory is in operation this 
week. 

The British Columbia provincial 
election has held up the work of 
the beef commission for the time 
being. ‘Till it was over, the gov- 
ernment declined to appoint the 
representative of the province. 
Such a delay cannot be justified. 


The grain commission has ad- 
journed till June, when it will take 
up the export end of the grain 
business. Mr. Boyle was not able 
to be present at the recent sittings 
in Winnipeg, owing to his duties 
as a member of the Alberta Legis- 
lature. 

The Secretary of the Vegreville 
branch of the A. F. A. writes under 
date of Jan. 26th: 

The continuous cold weather and 
heavy roads were responsible for a 
small gathering at the meeting 
today. We were pleased to note 
that we had now an official organ. 
‘The Saturday News has always 
advocated the farmers’ cause. War- 
wick branch has decided to throw 
in their lot with Vegreville and 
form one solid branch. With these 
energetic farmers added to our 
ranks there is no reason why we 
should not be 200 strong by next 
fall. Wecertainly approve of the 
new parcels post that will shortly 
be introduced. But we think it 
would be more creditable if the 
post master general wotld see to 
the present postal grievances in- 
stead of taking up fresh responsi- 
bilities, ‘The question once more 
arose why the local market for grain 
had gone down; at Port Arthur 
and Winnipeg it had gone up. 
While I was on the street oats 
went up to 24% cents, but as soon 
as I quit down they went to 23. I 
will be on deck again as soon as the 
weather breaks. The grain com- 
bine is being watched with deep in- 
terest by our members and it is re- 
gretted that one of that notorious 
body has an elevator here. 


In so far as the elevator mo-

farmers to put two or three hun- 
dred grains of seed in an envelope, 
address it to the Seed Testing Sta- 
tion, Calgary, put on atwo cent. 
stamp and mail without delay. 


Seed fairs are now the order ot 
the day. ‘Thus far all have been 
successful considering the weather 
and most have been a pronounced 
success in spite of the weather. 
Yet it is surprising the number of 
persons, both farmers and business 
men, that we have met on fair day 
who knew nothing of it. This in- 
dicates a lack of advertising on the 
part of the manager or an indiffer- 
ence on the part of the farmer and 
business men. In = such cities as 
Calgary and Kdmonton which are 
now putting on metropolitan airs, 
a business man may be pardoned 
for endeavoring to appear indiffer- 
ent to matters of this kind, but in 
the towns and villages of the pro- 
vinces, whose very existence de- 
pends on the success of agricul- 
ture ignorance of what is going on 
in matters of this kind is hardly to 
be excused, We would suggest to 
the committees in charge of these 
seed fairs that they visit all the 
business men and bankers in their 
locality and explain the importance 
of these fairs and that they should 
urge their farmer customer to make 
exhibits and attend the lectures. If 
the speakers recommend something 
that cannot be ca’ ‘ed out in prac- 
tice, the farmers should turn out 
en masse and tell them so and re- 
quest the government to send out 
some one with more practical ideas. 
It requires a great deal of personal 
canvassing to interest farmers in 
new undertakings of this kind, and 
a few hours spent on the street 
during the busiest part of | the day 
talking to them about it will do 
much towards getting out a large 
exhibit.

Markets have scored an advance since 
last Saturday of lcent per bushel. ‘Me 
lemand for all kinds of grain has been 
sood. Foreign markets have shown a 
endency to advance above our own, and 
o-day are much stronger than a week 
vo, Deliveries of wheat, oats and bar- 
‘y from interior points have fallen much 
short of previous years, which is account- 
able to a great extent by the - severe 
storms and the snow blockade we have 
had throughout this western country. 
Our company have not received any ship- 
ments from Alberta points on CN. R. 
these past two weeks and very few have 
arrived by C. P. R. either. 

The market is no doubt in a strong 
rosition and we feel certain that the 
lockade just now existing, will not be 
altoyether an evil, as in our opinion the 
market will be much higher than it is at 
pre when navigation opens, so that 
armers having to hold their grain at 
home will reap the benefit in the high 
price they will obtain in the spring. 

No sales of Alberta grain have been 
made these last two weeks by our firm. 
Oats are commanding a gaod price, and 
the demand from eastern exporters and 
millers for this grain is good, with prices 
coming steadily higher each week. We 
think the demand for oats will continue 
and that the prices will be considerably 
higher in the spring than they are at the 
present time.
